the Indians. His family consisting 
of bis wife and children, aqd some 
jooug men,had pasted the night in the 
greatest anxiety. Mrs. Rowe now 
living in Gilead waa one of the chil¬ 
dren. They fancied that the Indians 
were concealed in the mill near by 
ready to shoot them, should they ap¬ 
pear oat of the house. But as soon 
as Capt. Twitchell, gave them the 
true Mato of affairs, John Grover, 

I started off for Fryebnrg on bis own 
' responsibility, while soon after, Capt. 
T., sent a messenger on horseback. 
But Grover arrived first on font. 

Nobly did the gallant little settle¬ 
ment respond to the celt The mess¬ 
enger arrived at Fryebnrg a little past 
noon ; immediately two men mounted 
their horses, and, proceeding up both 
banks of the Saco, summoned all the 
men, with their fans, to repair at 
once to the bouse of one Nathaniel 
Walker. Quickly they assembled, 
and learned from the messenger tbe 
terrible fate which seemed pending 
over their neighbors. When the call 
was made for volunteers to march at 
ooee to their assistance, thirty brave 
men stepped forward—thirty brave 
men, but in no condition to undertake 
1 such an expedition. Many of them 
were barefooted, some bareheaded, 
and a few near! j as destitute of cloth¬ 
ing as tbe foe they designed to en¬ 
counter. Before nightfall, bowevsr, 
tbe thirty men were all armed and 
equipped, and comfortably prepared 
for tbe mareb. In long Indian file 
they marched, S ab ot is, tbe guide, 
leading the way, followed by the com¬ 
mander, Stephen Farrington, on horse¬ 
back. Nathaniel Walker, junior officer 
of the expedition, himself on horse¬ 
back, brought up the rear of the long 
file. Just after dark they forded the 
Saeo, some two miles above the village, 
and bidding adieu to their friends, 
■truck out into the wilderness. As 
tbe sun rose over Bethel Hill tbe fol-1 
lowing morning, thfy rea c h ed the 
house of Capt TwitebelL Saba tie 
had already di s covered tbe Indian 1 
trail. Stopping bnt a few moments 
at Cayt. Twite bell's for food, they 
immediately commenesd their pursuit 
of the savages. 

Tbe Indians had the start of them 
morn than twelve hoars; how they 
had employed these hoars may be 
learned frees Segar's Narrative. 

By the aid of Saha*is, who eoald 
track them where the whitee oould 
see no traces whatever, tba party fal¬ 
lowed the Indians, till, coming to n 
rocky hall, even old Sabatis waa at 
fault. “ M* find am quick,” said the 
Indian, and atruek round the h3L 
Here they met Clark, whom the In¬ 
dians had par m ittod to return, on 
condition that ha should atop any 
party of whites who might pursue 
them, by representing tba determina¬ 
tion of ihe Indiana to kill tbe prison- 
en as eooo as they should had any 
party in pursuit.

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'up, bringing with il tbe remaining

Io 
eases of scalding or burning tbo body, 
immersing the part in cold water gives 
entire relief as instanteneonlsy as 
lightning. Meanwhile, get some com¬ 
mon dry flour, and apply it an inch or 
two thick on the iajered part the mo¬ 
ment it emerges from tbe water, and 
keep on sprinkling the flour through 
anything like a pepper baxeover,so else, 
as to pot it ow evenly. Do nothing, 
drink nothing hut water, eat nothing un¬ 
til improvement c o m m e nces, except 
some dry bread aoftened in very weak 
tea of some kind. Cores of frightful 
baraink* bsve been performed io this 
way, as wonderful as they are paia- 
bee. We once saved the life of u 
infant which bad been inadvertently 
droned with laudanum, and which 
waa fast sinking into the sleep which 
knows oo waking, by giving it strong 
coffee, cleared with tho white of an 
egg,—a teaspoon fol every ire minutes 
until it ceased to bo drowsy.— Medi¬ 
co/ Journal. 

Thi Tea Plakt.—T he Tea plants 
recently imported from Chins by the 
Department of Agriculture, connected 
with the Patent Office, are in a very 
thriving condition. Some of them 
have grown to the height of fifteen 
inches. Others are iost appearing 
from tbe seed. Tbe climate seems to 
be congenial to them, and the exper¬ 
iment is proceeding satisfactorily. 
Probably U will be found that not cli¬ 
mate, after all, bat labor, or rather 
the insufficiency of it in the United 
States is tbe impediment to the suc¬ 
cessful cal tare of Tea. Mu eh can be 
done by tbe ingenuity of our people 
in substituting machinery for isnds, 
bnt tho patient and unskilled labor 
proeasa of the C hin aso, as applied to 
tea making, is not likfly to be imiUtcd 
in say part of tbe United 8tates. It 
may not be generally known that not 
only are tho tea leaves picked by hand 
bat they am also onrled up, leaf by 
Itaf, by CclastialAngers. Necessity, 
however is the mother of invention, 
and a relative of that fiamilv, an acute 
sou of New England, has alrasdy set 
his mind upon a tea-curling machine
